Curlou. Crop. in Gcrmnuy.

Ono of the most common cropa raiscd
in Gcrmany is that of trces, so that ono
sccs pine forests plantcd in grcat numbcrs.
Tbcso aro laid off in rows as straight as
thoso of a corn field. Thcre is scarcely
any wood at all in Ocrmany but what is
thus cultivated. Thc land is, in inany
placcs, so poor that it cannot bo tillcd
ovcry ycar ; so that by taking n numbcr
of ycars to raiso u crop of trces tho occu- -

pants clfcet tho doublo purpose ol supply-in- g

thcmsclvcs with wood and of gctting
at'tho cnd of that time, fallow ground
again. One can scc the pine trcc ficlds

tall agcs, some with little trces ofonc
or two years' growth, and othcrs with

largc oucs rcady ior tho axo. W hcn
they gathcr in a forcst they grub up cvc-

ry stump as low as thcre are any roots
fit to burn.

Another curious crop in Gcrmany is
that of fish. In Northcrn Iiavaria,

the fish ponds aro vcry numer-ou-

Tho wholc country is spottcd with
them, and has thc appcarancc of bcing
fillcd with little lakes. Tho flicht is quito
uniquc, and oftcn bcautiful. Whcrcvcr
therc is a tnarsliy place, or 'tho lands
nccd to bo draincd, they catch tho water
tn a fish pond. Thoso m Amcnca who
are curscd with sloughs might takc lcs
sons from the Gcrmans m this. Many
farmcrs rcalizc as much from their water
crop as from their land crop. At thc
foot of hills oftcn, and whcre thc waters
comc down from a mountain, they build
these ponds. Not unfrenucntly they dam
up large strcams, or turn off sufiicicnt of
the water lor their purpose. sometimes
along a wholc brook onc may sco dozcns
of .i following closc ono aftcr thc
other. lhey havc, accordingly, m North-
crn Iiavaria always a good supply of fish,
notwithstanding they are lar Irora thc
sca, and no largc rivers flow through
their country.

Mr. Dowcy was born in Randolph,

Tt., Jnno lu, 1830. Hia carlier ycars
wero spcnt in tho common school and
acadcmy of his nativo town. In 1850 ho
lcft tho acadcmy and lo Woodstock
and entcrcd a printing oflicc, and aftcr a
littlo time, spcnt his lcisuro hours reading
law. Ho cvcntually cntcred tho law

of Tracy, Convorso and liarrctt, and
complctcd his lcgal studics. Ho was

to tho Windsor county bar in 1858,
and rcmovcd to Wells IUvcr and cntcred
tho practicc of law. Ho carly gaincd a
rcputation a good lawycr, nnd was
olcctcd Stato's Attornoy of Orange coun-

ty in 1850, and 1858. Tho great
cclebrity ho gaincd in Orango county
was in prosceuting tho famous criminat
caso of Dr. Howard. In 1858 he

to Rochester, N. Y., whero he
practiccd his profcssion a whcn ho
camo to Hatland.

County. In 1852, hc was second Asoist-an- t

Clcrk of thc Houso of Rcpresenta-tivcs- ,

under Chalon P. Davey, as Chief
Clork. In 1809, ho was clccted ono of
the Council of Censors, and scrved with
distinguished nbility in that body. IU
nt chairman of the committcc on the
jufliciary, and madc an claborate rcport
on the proposcd amcndment to thc

favoringtho appointuicnt of the
Judgcs of tho Suprcmc Court by the
Qovernor. Ho also wroto thc addrcss of
tho Council to the pcople. His specch

against woman sufTrage, belbrc the
tho Council, was publishcd in pamphlet
form, and had a wido circulation. He

influcutial membcr of tho Council,
and preparcd many of the ordmaiiccs of

body.
